James W. Haworth was bora in Clin- 


ton county, Ohio, April 2,1836, and was 
in the 66th year of nie age. 
He came to 


Illinois in 1S53 with bis parents, and 
with them located in Decalnr in 1857, 
Associated with his father, Mahlon Ha- 
worth, and his brothers, George D, and 
Li, L. Haworth, the deceased engaged in 
lhe«rain business on tbe present site of 
theHnvorthft Sons' check-rower factory, 
and in 1870 the father and eons began 
tbe manufacture of check-rowers, whicb 
were the inventions of Qeo. D, Haworth. 
Tbe deceased was tbe business manager 
of tbe enterprise, which eoon grew to 
large proportions, and the well-managed 
business became remarkably prosper- 
ous and profitable. la 1883 thedeeensed 
organized tbe Decs tar Iron Felloe Wag- 
on Company, nod continued the bnaioeus 
several years, finally retiring, dieoontin- 
ning this enterprise. Since '83 Mr. Ha- 
worth has been identified with Ihecheok- 
rower factory. He bad a thorough knowl- 
edge of the business and possessed a re- 
markble memory, never havicg occasion 
to refer to books or dfttes. Frequently bis 
memory WBS tested in the office, and be 
wee never found at fault. During the 
past year, owing to failing health, de- 
ceased bad given bat little u I tent ion to 
business. 


Mr, Haworth since 1857 line been one 


of the active and foremost business men 
of this community. Shoulder to shoul- 
der with other citizens who have pros- 
pered in lite, he had bailt up a flourish- 
ing manufacturing industry, and had 
contributed largely to tbe development 
of Deoatur aa a business center. Tlie 
Haworlb industry has done great things 
for our city. It has given lucrative em- 
ployment to hundreds of men and hna 
caused to be erected many beautiful 
bomee. Mr. Haworth ID person bailt 
the present Haworth Block and ic 
various undertakings his means and 
efforts were used to extend the growth of 
the city. He was a member ot Mitcon 
Lodge, No. 8, Masons, and was a Knight 
Templar, He was a mem her of Grace Ml. 
E, church, and gave liberally to the 
church during hia residence here. HP 
was clso a member of the Deoatuc Club. 
At the time of bis death be woe a stock- 
holder and member ot the board of direc- 
tors of the Deoatur National Bank. 


Politically, Mr. Haworth was a Bepnb- 


licanand was often present at thf ooun- 
sels of the party leaders. Ha wan fre- 
quently mentioned for political prefer- 
ment, but never sought such reward for 
party fealty. In 1380 ho was a delegate 
from the old Fourteenth congressional 
district to the Republican National con- 
vention at Chicago, and was one of the 
solid 306 delegates who remained true to 
Gen. Grant to the end. He was subse- 
quently given a "306" msdal which he 
prized very highly. 


Mr. Haworth married Miss Mary E. 


Henfcle September 11, 1800, and the

is W. E, Haworth, who was present at 
the last scene. Mahlon Haworth, father 
fifths deceased, is living. His mother 
di*l Deo.

AUJOD* otbtr things that Mr. Springer 


propcwB to put upon tbe free liet 
U cotton ties, tbe iron bonds Hard

course Springer will proceed on the free 
trad* theory that tbe tariff is a tax, and 
that tbe rBmoval of tbe duty now on 
cotton ties will reduce tbe price ot that 
article. But history is against the little 
bill man on this as well es npon other 
protected prod nets. 


Under the old law, cotton ties paid a 


duty ot only 35 percent advalornm. The 
MUle bill sought to put them on the free 
bat, but that bill tailed to become a law. 
Tbe dnty of 35 per cent did not constitute 
protection enough to enoonrage tbe 
manufacturer of cotton tiee in this Ooun- 
try, and when thstarifl was revised, this 
fact was recognised and in the OlcEinley 
law the duty on cotton ties woe raised to 
a protective point, being advanced from 
35 per cent ad valorem to a epecifio dnty 
ot 13-10 cents a pound. 
The effeot of 


tbii change was what woa expected, by 
protectionists. American manufacturers 
encouraged by the new doty, went into the 
busineea of making cotton ties, For the 
year ending June SO, 1890 preceding tbe 
passage ot tbe MoKtnley bill, we inn ported 
44,621,533 pounds ot cotton ties, but in 
tbe lost thirteen months nuder tbe new 
duty not a ponnd of cotton ties has been 
imported. 
We have made all our own 


ties on Amedcaa soil by American labor, 


Thin is not all, ineteod of the advanced 


duty being added to tbe cost of cotton 
tiea, tbe consumer ie buying them at 20 
per cent less than ihey bought thf>tn 
before tbe new duty transferred the 
manufacture of them from Europe to 
this country. 
Tbis of course ia hard for 


• hard shell ftee trader to understand 
but the facts cannot be disputed. 


Tbe old duty was not sufficient to 


guarantee an American manufacturer 
against lose in attempting tbe manufact- 
ure of cotton tiee, and tbe British manu- 
facturers had tbe Anierioau market M 
tbe result, and charged the American 
consumer what be pTeneed. 
The new 


dnty guaranteed the Amerierm manu- 
facturer BgainatloBB and he went into 
thebnsiness. 
Competition rapidly in- 


creased with tbe reenlt as above stated 
that tbe consumer is the ROiner by a 20 
per cent reduction in the cost ot tbe 
product below tbe British manufnutorer s 
price.

In the former, town elections must 
be iciu)ud«d tpcnussi thsy are not eiclud- 
ed ae aro the elections forsahool trniteee, 
sohool directors or members of boards 
of aduciaion find io thelatter, town elec 
ti'>usare clearly iuclnded. Then iiytun it

The high 
sobool and alt other buildings iu the city 
including the Warden Street echool, are 
now crowded to tbeir fullest capacity 
and at times tbe superintendent anc 
teachers Are st a loss to find space tor 
the pupils. Deoatnr ia emphatically 
growing city. This tact is never more 
clearly demonstrated than in the schools 
Superintendent Qastmau states tbat the 
schools were never in a more ctowdec 
etnte. He will not pretend to explain 
whence come the children. They ar 
here end it is the baainces of tbe boar, 
to see that proper accommodations are 
afforded them to eeonre an education 
The board will do ite dnty and the bills 
will be paid.

Deatfl of Rev. B. St James fry. 


From Saturday'* Ddttv. 


Rfv. Benjamin St. Jamee Fry, tor 
irenty rears editor ot the St. Louie 
Cltrittian Advocate, a Methodist per- 
sonally known to many Decatnr people, 
and prominent m tbe literary and relig- 
ous world, died at tbe home of his son, 
Dr. Frank Fry, in Ht. Louis, yesterday, 
at 4 p. m., of grip and erysipelaei, with 
which he was attacked while attending 
the Arkansas Conference at Little Bock 
asl week. He waa born in East Ten- 
nessee in 1824, ot Bnguenot parents, 
spent some yeara at Cincinnati, where, in 
Woodward College, he waa educated. In 
IS 14 he became on editor, and atter trav- 
eling extensively in the south entered 
the ministry, filling some ot the beet ap- 
point ment e in Ohio, He became a ool-

The I. O. M, A. 


At tbe late meeting ot tbe Independ- 


ent Order ot Mutual Aid at tbe capital 
this week the resolution to increaae th* 
beneficiary certificate from 82,009 to $3,- 
000 me defeated. This ia an insurance 
organization, and was the pioneer ot it* 
kind in thi* country. It fonud its war 
into Illinois in 1875, when the SupreoM 
lodge extended over the whole country. 
In 1878 the Illinois lodge succeeded tb« 
Supreme lodge and beoamo a eepant* 
organization. The lodges in sJl the other 
•tales did likewise at about tbe Mm* 
time and the Supreme lodge paaaed ant 
of exiatenoe. The chief causa for this 
change was the yellow fever epidemic in 
the eonth, which carried off the members 
in large numbers and entailed he*VT 
loeses, Tbe membership in Illinois Ml 
off considerably, bnt the Jtder has grown 
gradually and ia now about 4,500. Tbe 
gain in membership last year waa B97. 


Associations in the State. 


State Auditor Favey has furnished 


some interesting statistics in regard to 
building associations ia Illinois. They 
cover a period ending December 1, 1891, 
and aro tbe arst official statistics ot th* 
kind ever gathered in this state, Th« 
figures include 147 societies, which re- 
port having 499,451 shares in force, with. 
a total valuation oC $13,524,707.46 and un- 
divided prohts ot *2,766,714..3i, Thee* 
147 associations dp not probably repre- 
sent more than a fourth of the total num- 
ber in the state, so tbat it may fairly be 
estimated that the Illinois associations 
have same 2,000,000 shares in force with 
aggregate astete oC about 860,003,000. 
ID this conneuhon it may be worth while. 
«o etate tbat the estimated number of 
these societies in the United States ia 
over 6,500, with a membership of 2,000, 
000 and annual deposits otmore than 
$100,000,000; _
